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Police hit the streets to 
boost public confidence

POLICE officers are knocking on 
doors in a new scheme to meet res¬ 
idents and help improve public 
confidence in the force. 

The Street-a-Week initiative was 
launched in October to boost flag¬ 
ging confidence in the force. 

Ward officers and their teams 
visit every house and business in a 
designated street each week to give 
crime prevention advice and make 
people more aware of how they can 
get involved with police. 

It also gives people the opportu¬ 
nity to talk to officers about con¬ 
cerns they may have with crime 
and antisocial behaviour. 

Chief Inspector Martin Kirby, 
who is in charge of neighbourhood 
policing in Barking and 
Dagenham, said: “Everybody has 
been very positive about it. For me 
it is partly about improving our vis¬ 
ibility and also erasing the percep¬ 
tion that people have that police 
officers are just not out there, 


because we are more visible than 
we have ever been.” 

Confidence levels are slowly ris¬ 
ing, with the Met Police’s public 
attitude survey showing that over¬ 
all public confidence in police in 
Barking and Dagenham was up by 
one per cent to 55 per cent between 
October and December 2014. 

But it is below the overall average 


for London and Mr Kirby was 
unable to explain why public confi¬ 
dence is not higher. 

He said: “It is very difficult to put 
our finger on, particularly as we 
have had some very strong figures 
in crime reduction. 

“People think that this borough is 
more affected by crime than it actu¬ 
ally is. The fear of crime is as 


debilitating as the crime itself. So it 
is important that people are given 
the accurate information about the 
crime in their areas.” 

Latest figures show that only 60 
per cent of residents felt that the 
police understand the issues that 
matter to the local community. 

But Mr Kirby said police are 
encouraging people to join 
Neighbourhood Watch schemes, 
contact a Safer Neighbourhood 
Team and attend ward panel meet¬ 
ings. 

The police hold Open Days, the 
latest of which was in Dagenham 
on Saturday. He hopes these will 
boost the community’s engagement 
with their police and build on the 
success of Street-a-Week. 

Mr Kirby added: “It is going very 
well at the moment and we have 
had some really good engagement. 
But it will take a long time to go 
from start to finish.”

Girl praised by fire officer for saving mum’s life in house blaze 


A CHILD has been praised for saving her moth¬ 
er’s life after a fire at their family home. 

The girl woke up her sleeping mum in 
Ilchester Road, Dagenham, after smelling smoke 
in the property, which did not have a working 
smoke alarm fitted. 

They left the house before the fire crews 


arrived and were treated for burns and smoke 
inhalation by paramedics before going to hospi¬ 
tal. 

The blaze on 11.40pm on Monday destroyed 
most of the first floor of the house, as well as 
part of the roof. It is believed to have been start¬ 
ed by a candle, but is still being investigated. 


Watch manager Jason Oliff said: “The young 
girl undoubtedly saved her mother’s life by wak¬ 
ing up her mum despite the smoke and flames 
around her mother’s bed. 

“The house didn’t have a working smoke 
alarm and so if the girl hadn’t woken up, this 
story could have had a very different ending.”

A CATHOLIC priest given 
a reference from scout lead¬ 
ers has been found guilty of 
indecently assaulting a boy. 

Father Anthony 

McSweeney, who worked 
for The Diocese of 
Brentwood during the 
1990s, was found guilty at 
Southwark Crown Court on 
Friday February 27. 

The jury found he inde¬ 
cently assaulted a boy under 
the age of 16 between 


January 1, 1979, and July 
31, 1981. 

The 68-year-old, now of 
Old Brighton Road North, 
Crawley, West Sussex, was 
also found guilty of making 
a quantity of indecent pho¬ 
tographs of children on or 
before January 15, 2013. 

McSweeney was involved 
with the scout movement in 
the 1970s and 1980s having 
visited the base of the Scout 
Association at Gilwell Park, 
in Rangers Road, Chingford. 

He received a reference 
from the Scout Association 
just before he became priest 
of a seminary in Guildford 



OPERATION Fernbridge is the 
full criminal investigation into 
allegations that arose from 
Operation Fairbank. 

McSweeney became the first 
person to be convicted under the 
Met Police’s operation. 

The conviction follows investi¬ 
gations of alleged abuse at both 
the Elm Guest House and a 
Richmond Council children’s 
home called Grafton Close.

in 1978. 

He went on to work for 
both Diocese of Brentwood 
and the Diocese of East 
Anglia before he was 
exposed 

Acting Detective Chief 
Inspector Keith Braithwaite, 
from the Sexual Offences, 
Exploitation and Child 
Abuse Command, described 
McSweeney as an abuser 
who “used his role in a posi¬ 
tion of trust”. 

He said: “I would also like 
to pay tribute to the courage 
of the victim in speaking out 
against McSweeney. 

“It was that testimonial 
that secured the charges and 
enabled this case to be 
brought to court. 

“I am only sorry that 
McSweeney in denying his 
offences has forced the vic¬ 
tim to relive the experience 
in court. 

“I hope, however, that the 
result will give the victim 
some sense of closure.” 

In the late 1970s, 
McSweeney was offered a 
role at the home by John

Stingemore, who worked 
there as the officer in 
charge. 

Stingemore was also 
charged with a number of 
offences in connection with 
the investigation and was 
due to stand trial alongside 
McSweeney, but he died at 
his home in East Sussex on 
January 14 this year. 

McSweeney worked at the 
children’s home on an ad 
hoc basis as a “helper” and 
was never formally 
employed by Richmond- 
upon-Thames Council. This 
role brought him into con¬ 
tact with the young boys 
who resided at the home and 
it is here the offence was 
committed. 

McSweeney was found 
not guilty of three counts of 
indecent assault on a boy 
under 16 and one indecent 
assault on a boy under 16 
between January 1, 1979. 
and July 31, 1981. 

He is due to be sentenced 
on Friday, March 27, at 
Southwark Crown Court. 


Teen accuser told: 
‘Don’t be so stupid’ 

THE SCOUT Association has stated 
it always refers child abuse allegations 
to police. 

It follows reports that a child had 
complained about McSweeney while 
he was at Gilwell Park Scout Centre, 
in Rangers Road, Chingford. 

Court documents presented to the 
jury at Southwark Crown Court stated 
that the 15-year-old was referred to a 
deputy warden in August 1976. 

The teen claimed McSweeney made 
inappropriate comments to him in a 
communal shower. 

The prosecution’s opening notes 
described to the jury how the deputy 
warden told the boy “not to be so stu¬ 
pid” and “not make trouble”. 

A Scout Association spokesman 
claimed the charity was only told 
about the complaint following the 
police investigation into McSweeney 
in 2012 - 36 years later. 

A spokesman said: “We first 
became were aware of the assault alle¬ 
gations against young people when 
the police raised the matter with us 
during their recent investigations.

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Starting problem 
solved with a spud 


A GRANDFATHER has been hailed after help¬ 
ing a broken down motorist - using a potato. 

Mario Papademetriou, from Chingford, won 
an internal competition run by rescue firm AA 
for innovation after he started a 1960s Land 
Rover with a spud. 

He was called out to the vintage vehicle, 
which had failed to start on a farm in 
Hertfordshire because it had a faulty condenser, 
a part of the ignition system on older vehicles. 

With no replacement part available the father- 
of-three used a skill he learnt growing up in 
Cyprus. 

Mario, 59, said: “As the vehicle was on a farm, 
there were a lot of vegetables around, so I 
thought I’d try wiring up a potato with a couple 
of screws to act as a condenser. 

“It was my first job in the morning. It was 
about 7am. Amazingly, it started instantly, so I 
followed the member to the garage and he said 
the vehicle had never driven so well. Sadly I 


don’t know what type of potato it was but it 
worked wonders.” 

Mario’s first attempt using tin foil and silicone 
repair tape did not work, so he was faced with a 
broken down Land Rover 12 miles from the 
nearest garage. 

The grandfather-of-two, who grew up in 
Xylofagou, known for its red potatoes, says 
spuds are not the only food to fix a car. 

A raw egg can sometimes be cracked into a 
car’s radiator to seal a leak, chewing gum can 
temporarily fix a windscreen seal and baking 
soda and warm water can help to clean battery 
terminals. Wine corks can also be used to fix 
water leaks. 

Donald MacSporran, AA technical director, 
said: “Although vegetables are best left on the 
dinner plate, Mario’s use of a potato was defi¬ 
nitely a chip above the others - an excellent 
example of thinking outside the box, or should 
that be sack.”

Life-saving PC’s top award 


A POLICE constable who saved a 
man’s life in Ilford has been given a 
humanitarian award. 

PC Sean Murrell was commended 
with a Resuscitation Certificate after 
his intervention helped to keep a 
man alive after he had collapsed on 
August 2, 2013. 

He was called to an incident in 
Wellsley Road at around 3.40pm 
with a colleague, where a man had 
collapsed and paramedics were giv¬ 
ing him CPR. 

PC Murrell cordoned off the scene 
for safety and privacy then noticed 
that the paramedic who was applying 
chest compressions was tiring. He 


took over and continued with the 
attempts to resuscitate the man. 

It didn’t work initially and para¬ 
medics were in discussions about 
whether to stop the CPR. 

But he persisted and eventually a 
pulse was found with the man being 
taken to hospital. 

PC Murrell said: “I feel both privi¬ 
leged and honoured to receive this 
award. 

“As police officers we are often 
called to incidents that require us to 
go above and beyond what we con¬ 
sider our limitations are and this was 
a prime example of this. 

“I can honestly say though without 


any reservations that police officers 
carry out acts such as this every day 
without consideration for achieving 
any accolade or recognition. 

“I am very proud that my training 
and experience in the police service 
enabled me to keep a level head in 
such a situation and help this victim 
in the way I did.” 

Redbridge Borough Commander 
Sue Williams added: “I’m delighted 
that PC Murrell was recognised for 
his efforts in saving this man’s life. 

“My officers do amazing things 
each day not just to reduce crime but 
to keep the communities of 
Redbridge safe.”

Council: We’ll 
scan the scam 


IDENTITY scanners are 
being introduced to stop 
fraudsters getting access to 
housing services and proper¬ 
ty to which they are not enti¬ 
tled. 

Redbridge Council has 
brought in five ID devices 
into the housing service to 
read passports, driving 
licences and European iden¬ 
tity cards. 

The types of offences that 
the local authority is hoping 
to prevent include the fraud¬ 
ulent claiming of council 
housing and homelessness 


applications plus the illegal 
sub-letting of council homes. 

The aim is for the scanners 
to detect if there is a problem 
with the authenticity of any 
documentation, in order to 
reveal applicants who may 
not be eligible for particular 
services. 

Councillor Muhammed 
Javed, cabinet member for 
housing, said: “With the 
shortage of much-needed 
housing in the borough, 
these scanners will help us to 
make sure that council hous¬ 
ing, services and benefits are 


going to the genuine people 
that need them. 

“Individuals that con the 
borough out of resources are 
cheating the people who 
have no choice but to rely on 
council services.” 

He also warned that any 
fraudulent activity in the 
borough would be investigat¬ 
ed.
